RIVAL COLLEGE CREWS IN LIVELY PRACTICE OVER POUGHKEEPSIE RACING COURSE 


BERLIN, June 17.—-'The last day 
of the kaisers silver jubilee celebra­ 
tion, commemorating the 26th anni­ 
versary of his accession and the com­ 
pletion of a quarter century of peace 
was m ark ed ly the presence In Ber­ 
lin of the rulers of the other 25 
states that, with Prussia, make up 
the German empire. 
A state dinner 
at the palace tonight, when the kings 
of Saxony and Wurtemburg and the 
prince regent of Bavaria will ejt near 
the kaiser at the table s head, will 
close the festivities. 
• 
A real surprise of yesterday’s jubi­ 
lee events was the revelation by Pro­ 
fessor Hintze of the University of 
Berlin of how Emperor Wilhelm “cut 
the Gordian knot” by burning up a 
disturbing heritage. King Frederick 
William 
IV, a bitter 
monarchist, 
who opposed even such a constitution 
as was forced from him in 1848, left 
a sort of “will” in which he adjured 
all his successors to spare no effort 
to overthrow the constitution. When 
this document was placed before the 
youthful kaiser 25 years ago, it fail­ 
ed to influence him, but fearing it 
might dominate 
some 
weaker suc­ 
cessor, he promptly incinerated the 
“w ill” and returned its envelope to 
the keeper of archives, marked ‘jccm- 
tents destroyed.” 
The general amnesty order issued 
by the kaiser was executed today and 
hundreds of civil delinquents and 
military offenders were freed. 
Andrew Carnegie, who conveyed to 
the kaiser the jubilee congratulations 
of the peace societies of the United 
States, today gave 
$25,000 
to the 
German Peace society to further a 
better Anglo-German understanding. 


The Poughkeepsie (N. Y.) course 
presents a lively scene these days 
with the crews of Cornell, Pennsyl­ 
vania, Columbia, Wisconsin, Wash­ 
ington and Syracuse out for prac­ 
tice.
